The other day, I was seeing spots. Literally. That's what happens when you 
take Pongo and Perdita, the stars of 707 Dalmatians, for a walk. 

Every Disney animated film presents unique challenges for our artists. But 
101 Dalmatians offered one challenge in particular. And it was a nearly insur- 
mountable one: all those spots. The animators were simply unable to accurately 
and consistently draw the millions of spots that were needed to depict all 101 of 


those dalmatians in the film. 


Keep in mind that an animated 
movie consists of 24 drawings every 
second. So, if a scene called for just five 
dalmatians, each with 25 spots, 
animators would have had to draw 
3,000 spots for every second of film. 

Any other filmmaker would have 
been tempted to change the title to 
101 Cocker Spaniels. But not Walt 
Disney. He was determined to make 
the film right. 

Walt was always interested in using the latest technology in his movies, so he 
found a technological answer to the spot problem. He got his engineers to devise 
a new xerographic process to help the animators produce all those spots. 

The result is a film in which every spot on every dalmatian is in exactly the 
right place. . .and they all add up to one of the most enjoyable of all the 
Disney animated classics. 

This July, you will get the chance to count up all the spots yourself when 
101 Dalmatians comes to a theater near you. 

But, to save you the trouble, we did some calculating of our own and here are 
the results: Pongo has 72 spots, Perdita has 68, each puppy has 32, and the en- 
tire film has a grand total of 6,469,952 spots. 

I hope you'll be seeing spots yourself when you spend some time with Pongo, 
Perdita, the Darlings and, yes, even Cruella De Vil, at a theater near you this summer.

The idea of saving the earth 
makes sense to children. Most 
kids love the outdoors, for playing, 
reading in the shade of a tree, ly- 
ing in the grass with a dream or 
two. So it's not difficult to convince 
them to take care of their world, 
once they know it's threatened. 

The most obvious way for them 
to help out is with daily recycling 
—separating paper, glass, metal, 
and now plastics. Most communi- 
ties have some facility for recy- 
cling—if not curbside pickup, then 
a recycling center not too far 
away, which kids could enjoy vis- 
iting. And what's happening with 
plastics is important: until recently 
it was thought that plastic would 
be forever unrecyclable, but tech- 
nology is finding more and more 
ways to give plastic a second life 
and keep it from piling up, perma- 
nent litter to the earth. This spring 
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the Council for Solid Waste Solu- 
tions released its Blueprint for 
Plastics Recycling, whose goal is to 
have the majority of American 
consumers participate in plastics 
recycling programs by 1995, com- 
pared with only 10 percent today. 
The best news for parents is that 
even toddlers can help with plastics. 
But recycling isn't the only thing 
children can do to help. There's 
plenty more that can be done, and 
there are a number of inexpen- 
sive, easy-to-read books to get 
them interested, providing infor- 
mation and suggestions. Three 
that we found in a neighborhood 
bookstore are: А Kid's Guide to 
How to Save the Planet, by Billy 
Goodman (An Avon Camelot 
Book, $2.95); 365 Ways For You 
and Your Children to Save the 
Earth One Day Af a Time, by 
Michael Viner with Pat Hilton 
(Warner Books, $5.95); 50 Simple 
Things Kids Can Do To Save the 
Earth, The Earthworks Group 

(Andrews and McMeel, $6.95).

BUG COLLECTING: 
A NATURAL 
HOBBY FOR KIDS 


Kids are fascinated with bugs. 
But they usually need some help 
to turn their raw interest into 
something that will provide them 
with real information or a collec- 
tion. Parents who encourage chil- 
dren to explore an interest in 
insects can help their children 
develop basic science skills as well 
as learn to appreciate nature. And, 
as more and more natural history 
museums are opening insect zoos, 
it's getting easier to stimulate that 
interest. 

"Insects are in the everyday 
world, and kids have a natural af- 
finity for them," says Arthur 
Evans, D.Sc., director of the Insect 
Zoo at the Museum of Natural 
History in Los Angeles. Yet, he 
says, many adults are afraid of in- 
sects, and grownups’ reluctance to 
explore the world of insects may 
rob children of a wonderful entree 
to science. 

Evans, who admits to being 
somewhat afraid of spiders, sees 
bug collecting as a great introduc- 
tion to natural history. “It’s so 
immediate, and whether you like 
insects or hate them, they’re fasci- 
nating and many are aesthetically 
pleasing.” 

Studying bugs, he says, trains 
children in the scientific method. 
Kids improve their observational 
skills and learn to hypothesize, 
study and draw conclusions. 

Bug watchers can also keep a 
journal of their insect-related 
observations, sketching bugs in 
their natural habitats and noting 
important facts, such as when a 
bug was spotted in the garden, 
where it was found, and what it 
was doing. 

The best way to start, Evans 
suggests, is to get a few general 
books on insects from the library.

Learn strategies for collecting bugs 
and look for information on those 
insects that the child has seen or 
has wondered about. As for sup- 
plies, Evans says that all a child 
needs is a pair of eyes and an in- 
quisitive mind, but a simple mag- 
nifying glass, a couple of jars, a net 
and a notebook are good to have. 

More serious young scientists 
may want to learn how to pin and 
preserve insects, a process that re- 
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quires special tools that are widely 
available by mail order. Pinning 
boards, labels—“A specimen with- 
out a label is worthless," says 
Evans—and styrofoam blocks are 
used to keep bugs intact for study 
and long-term collection. 

Evans recommends that par- 
ents learn enough about insects to 
steer their children away from 
those that bite and sting, and he 
encourages them to teach children

to treat all bugs with great respect. 
Permits may be required for bug 
collection in national, state and 
county parks, so permission— 
which is usually given—should be 
sought before any insects are 
removed. 

For Evans and many others, 
what's especially exciting about 
bug collecting is that it’s an area of 
science in which amateurs can 
make important discoveries. 
“There’s enormous potential for 
new discovery because very little 
is known about the vast variety of 
insects and basic bug biology.” 

So not only can budding bug 
scientists develop important skills, 
it’s quite possible they will spot a 
certain bug in a specific place, for 
example, that will actually con- 
tribute to the field of knowledge if 
it’s reported to a natural history 
museum or entomology club. 

Not bad for a day in the sun 
with a jar and a net.

JUST SAY YES— 
TO FITNESS 


Fitness can be fun and it's good 
for children, but now there are 
more reasons than that to get 
children hooked on sports. A re- 
cent campaign by the Partnership 
for a Drug-Free America recently 
ran full-page newspaper ads say- 
ing: "Kids need something better 
to do than drugs. Like sports. 


Dance. Or music. Because good 
things can be habit-forming too." 

That's true, says Michael 
Nelson, M.D., an Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, pediatrician and 
chairman of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics' committee 
on sports medicine and fitness. 
Studies show that drug use by 
children involved in high school 
sports is significantly less than that 
of other high school students. 
What's habit-forming, Nelson 
Says, is the positive sense of well- 


being that kids get from sports, 
and that generaily translates into 
less desire to use drugs. 

Nelson says the other little- 
known benefit of exercise is that, 
regardless of the intensity of the 
activity, it improves the learning 
skills and the academic perfor- 
mance of children. That's prob- 
ably because of better concentra- 
tion and general health, he says. 
The improved school perfor- 
mance also raises a child's self- 
esteem, further decreasing his 
chances of trying drugs. 

Nelson adds that there's a dif- 
ference between being physically 
active and being fit, and that just 
being active is probably enough. 
"For years we've been concerned 
about children's fitness levels, but 
now we know that just staying 
physically active, with less intense 
levels of exercise, is probably ade- 
quate," he observes. Sedentary 
children often show signs of

depression, decreased appetite, in- 
somnia and irritability. 

The trick in getting children to 
say yes to sports is to make 
physical activity fun—and accessi- 
ble. For latch-key children, for ex- 
ample, after-school outdoor exer- 
cise is a virtual impossibility, and 
in many of today's busy families, 
there seems to be almost no time 
for exercise. "The opportunities 
for physical activity are being 
systematically taken away," 
Nelson says, adding that physical 
education time in school has been 
reduced significantly in the last 
few years. According to the Presi- 
dent's Council on Physical Fitness 
and Sports, only 36 percent of 
children in grades 1 to 12 are 
enrolled in daily physical 
education. 

But schools can't do it alone, 
says Steve Guback of the Presi- 
dent's Council. "Kids should be 
getting physical education 
homework," he says, and parents 
should be offering their children a 
wide-ranging menu of fun ac- 
tivities to try. 

Peter Vidmar, 1984 Olympic 
gold medalist in gymnastics, a 
member of the President's Council 
on Physical Fitness and a father of 
four, says the role of parents in 
family fitness is more critical now 
than ever before. Kids have less 
time in school for exercise and the 
fitness boom for adults hasn't 
trickled down to the kids. "Parents 
go out to the fitness center while 
their kids stay home and play 
videogames," Vidmar says. 

Without role models, Nelson 
adds, children won't get involved 
in sports. Nelson advises parents 
to consciously make an effort to 
walk or cycle with their children, 
even if it's just for a quick trip to 
the grocery store. 

Vidmar recommends that fami- 
lies aim for 30 minutes of aerobic 
exercise every other day, if possi- 
ble. “The purpose is not to be an 
Olympic gold medalist, but to live 
a healthy life."

POCKETS FOR PICNICS 


Pocket bread now comes in various sizes. It's easy to 
stuff with your favorite filling and less likely to fall apart 
than a sandwich made with regular bread. The hollow 
part of a celery stalk is another useful pocket, for cream 
cheese, peanut butter, or whatever spread you like. 

If you're hiking and don't want to carry a picnic bag or 
even a knapsack, you've still got the pockets of your 
shorts. You needn't go hungry or thirsty. Put small 
plastic bags of granola in your pockets, and sling over 
your shoulder a canteen filled with water or juice. 


GRANOLA RECIPE FOR KIDS 
3 cups oatmeal 
Y2 cup wheat germ 
Y2 cup sunflower seeds 
I? cup raw cashews or almonds 


Y4 cup vegetable oil 
Y2 cup honey 


l^ cup raisins 
(optional, to be added at the end) 


1. Preheat oven to 225 degrees. 

2. Measure ingredients, all except the raisins, into a 
large mixing bowl and mix with a spoon, or fingers, if 
you've already washed your hands. 

3. Spread over the bottom of a baking dish or roasting 
pan. 

4. Roast for no more than 17^ hours. After 45 minutes, 
stir mixture and check for browning. Some ovens brown 
faster than others. The nuts should be only slightly 
browned, not dark. 

Granola can be microwaved. We split the mixture in 
half so that it barely covered the bottom of a microwave 
dish (that way it gets crunchy), and put the microwave 
oven on high for 3 minutes, stirred the mixture, and put 
it back in on high for 2 more minutes, but our oven is 
slow. Caution: your microwave is probably faster, so 
check with an adult, or do it 
only 2 minutes at a time until 
nuts are slightly browned. 
5. Cool completely, so 
that it gets crunchy. 

6. Add raisins, if desired, 
and store in an airtight 
container.

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Richard Rodgers and 
Oscar Hammerstein Il: 
Their collaboration 
spanned 17 years and 
transformed the 
American musical. 
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n the fall of 1941 a meeting took place at a 
farmhouse outside of Doylestown, Pennsyl- 
vania, that would forever alter the course of 
American musical theater. The farmhouse 
belonged to lyricist and writer Oscar Hammer- 
stein II; his visitor was the composer Richard 
Rodgers. Rodgers posed a simple yet delicate 
question: Would Hammerstein be his collab- 
orator for a musical based on a play that 
Rodgers had secured the rights to, a play enti- 
tled Green Grow the Lilacs? 

The two men had long been friends. Rodgers 
had met Hammerstein in 1915, when, as a

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schoolboy, he had attended a Columbia Uni- 
versity Varsity Review in which Hammerstein, 
then a college junior, had performed. In the 
hermetic world of New York’s musical theater, 
the world of Tin Pan Alley and The Great 
White Way, the two were peers. Hammerstein 
had worked with the likes of Gershwin and 
Jerome Kern (most successfully with the latter 
on the 1927 Broadway hit Showboat). Rodgers 
in collaboration with Lorenz Hart—a collabora- 
tion begun in 1918—had also left his mark on 
Broadway with such shows as Pal Joey. But 
therein lay the delicacy of Rodgers' question: 


his partnership with Lorenz Hart. 

Hammerstein was keen to work with 
Rodgers, but suggested that Hart should con- 
tinue in his role as Rodgers's lyricist. If Hart was 
unable to complete the project, Hammerstein 
would help out. But the partnership of Rodgers 
and Hart was finished. Hart was unenthusiastic 
about Green Grow the Lilacs. Physically and 
mentally exhausted, despondent and alcoholic, 
he was headed on a sojourn to Mexico. Thus 
began the partnership of Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein, which bore fruit on March 31, 1943, 
with the Broadway premiere of Oklahoma! It 
was a relationship that spanned 17 years, until 
Hammerstein's death in 1960, and it produced 
a series of unparalleled Broadway—and later, 
Hollywood—triumphs. 

It would be near impossible to exaggerate 
the impact Rodgers and Hammerstein exerted 
on the American musical. That Broadway 
shows had become impoverished was a com- 
mon sentiment in the '20s and '30s—and 
changing that situation had been of paramount 
concern for both Rodgers and Hammerstein 
before their collaboration. Rodgers and Hart 
had gone so far as to call their works "musical 
plays"; Hammerstein and Kern’s Showboat 
had also sought a theatrical ideal where music 
and story were integral, one to the other. 

Oklahoma! set the pattern for Rodgers and 
Hammerstein's methods and success. Now, the 
source material—in this case the play Green 
Grow the Lilacs—would dictate the musical 
techniques and numbers, not vice versa. Nor 
would the pair be content with sprightly 
musical numbers draped about a featherweight 
plot; their work would not shirk content. The 
musical play would be just that: a seamless 
whole, where dialogue flowed into song and 
music, and song and music advanced the 
drama or the comedy. 

Oklahoma!, State Fair, Carousel, South 
Pacific, The King and I, The Sound of Music— 
the titles indicate the influence Rodgers and 
Hammerstein exerted on Broadway—and in 
film—over their 17 years together. The fullest 
measure of their influence is felt today: Would 
there have been an Evita, or a Les Miserables, 
or a Phantom of the Opera without their 
pioneering? More important, can the body of 
their work ever be surpassed in its richness 
and diversity? Thirty-one years after this 
remarkable partnership came to an end, the 
names of Rodgers and Hammerstein remain 
linked in the public consciousness with the 
golden era of American musicals. О
